The prior art of record does not teach or suggest, in combination with the 
claimed elements, a switching device with a movable switching element that 
selectively separate operative connection between the switching element and the 
switch, having at least one trip cam for selective movement along a first path 
wherein the trip cam operates the electrical switch and a second path different 
from the first path wherein the trip cam does not operate the electrical switch, the 
door element and the switching device having an operative connection 
therebetween and the operative connection between the door element and the 
switching device being selectively separable.
